The Record Mechanics’ Vice is the most popular and widely used Plain Screw 
bench vice of the present day. Our long experience as vice manufacturers has 
led to the development of a product which combines maximum strength and 
rigidity with an original feature, the UNBREAKABLE NUT. 

This nut brings the Record Mechanics’ Vice up to the standard of a machine tool, 
the vital wearing parts of which are made for long service and are renewable 
should this ever be necessary. 

It is important that a detachable nut be secure and rigid when in position, and 
the Record nut meets these requirements being dovetailed into the base of the 
body. All pressure is borne by a strong abutment which faces up to the front of 
the nut close up underneath the screw. This method of securing the nut, in 
addition to its long barrel (equal to three diameters of the screw) ensures 
constant alignment of the screw and nut even under maximum pressure.
